utation by painting portraits of the Italian

Mr. Hammes 
I* «n observer wlio«e character and exper- 
ience entitles him to consideration. He 
owns a six and a half inch telescope, and 
travels round the country fu the purpose 
of showing tbe moon and planets, through 
bis telescope, to Ibe various schools and col- 
leges which may desire bis services. His 
familiarity with tbe phases of tbe moon 
and his experience iu handling tlie instru- 
ment, are therefore beyond question. He 
describes the phenomenon as resembling In 
color and visibility the ordinary mountain 
scenery of the moon. The son witnessed 
the same eruption, although In his view the 
eruptive streaks were less fan-shaped than 
tbev appeared to his father.
